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Continuation of 5. because: Heidmann ('306), Suyama ('213). and Deguchi et al ('721) disclose an optical signal transmission method 
using fiber optic amplifiers wherein a supervisory signal is Imposed on the pumping light supplied to the amplifying medium. See, inter 
alia, Heidmann's figures 1-2, abstract, and columns 1 , 2 and 4 where it discloses the placement of a service channel signal on pump light 
Suyama's abstract disclosing the use of a pump beam acting as a carrier for the transmission of a supervisory signal; Deguchi et al at col
